In 
another casoa man etole 10 worth of 
goods, and he also got sia months. Such 
Short sentences cannot in: pire any-fear into 
the heart ofathieé&. The Canton, Macao,” 
and Kwangmun steamers are just now 
running very frequently, and as tho fares 
aro only a mutter of a few cents to 2 coclie, 
what is easier than fur men to come ta 
Hongkong fer no other purpose than to rob.

water to wash with and if he-is sick ho has 

a doctor'to attend him. Under such con- 
ditions a Chineso robler is happy: He 
goca in thin and comes out fat:aud strong. 

He regards prison as a good place x it has 

no stigma of shame attached to it for him. 

Thue it is better for a gawdjer -short of 

money to steal a fow things, even if be gor 

caught, than to borrow moucy from a man 

who will sell him asa slave, he knows not 

whore. If hy steals movey and gets 

awsy and sp it and then gets caught, 

what matter if ho is sentenced to hard 

labour, bo has had -his wages and en- 

joyed. thom, and the work. is .no- 

thing like so hard as thut which. he 

would have to do in his’own village for 

afew centaaday. By and bye be will bo 
froe again, and feol muck better-than whon. 

he went in. “How can Europeans feol safe 
in Hongkong: when thieves ete “such mon 

and receive tho sentences that are now paas- 

ed upon-them?. Somo different. remedy 
jaust, be found ‘if wa -are to. five in_pence.
